SPEAKs AT ROTARY CLUB 

‘Max Plowman, British Vice Con- 
sul in Boston, and a. resident of 
‘Wilmington for the past two years, 
was the speaker at the Wilming- 
ton Rotary Club luncheon, last 
Wednesday. Plowman prefaced his 
talk with a few remarks about how 
he likes to live in Wilmington. His 
speech continues : 

When trying to think of a sub- 
ject for my talk to you today it

I have any amount of knowl- 
edge; which is British consular 
work, so I shall try to tell you how 
our office is made up, what the 
various departments are required 
jto do and finally tell you.of p few

eat“crumpets all day but we some-~ 
times are really swamped with 
work. 

It usually comes as'a suprise to 
most people to learn that there is, 
and has been for over a hundred

‘operatiag in Boston with the, 
and co-operation of the 
local officials and with the bless- 
ing of the U.S. State Department. 
The British Consulate General in 
‘Boston is similar in its organiza- 
tion. 
and the kind of work it is required 
to do, to several other such Con- 
sular offices located in practically 
all af the major cities in the United 
States. Our office in Boston is to 
@ Crtain extent responsible to tne 
(British Embassy and we are cu- 
tirely under the direction of the 
Foreign Office in London which

Our office is at present in charge 
of Mr. Leslie Barber who h 
ithe rank of |General.

ence behind them. Mr. Barber came 
to us from Oslo, Norway, where he 
had been Commercial Secretary at 
the British Embassy for a number 
of years. He is due to retire in 
July of this year. 

Our Consul, Mr. Hallett, is_ad- 
ministrative assistant to Mr. Bar- 
ber and has to act as Consul Gen- 
eral in his absence, He also is re- 


quired to do considerable repre- | 


sentative work, and to act im all 
matters pertaining to the office 
staff such as yacations, promotions, 
etc. He alsg acts as security officer 
and has the job of changing the 
combinations on the various safes 
when required, When he is away 
‘on vacation a considerable amount 
of his work falls on my broad 
shoulders. 

The Information Section, as the 
name implies, must be in possession 
of data concerning all matters 
British and many and varied are 
the questions they are required to 
answer, ranging all the way from 
what is the climate like in Tonga 
to: what was the colour of Queen 
Victoria's’ coronation gown.

However according to the 
Mohammedan rites the body should 
not be intered in a coffin or box 
but must be merely wrapped in a 
sheet.

that satisfactory evidence of nat- 
ionality has been produced and 
that due cause for deportation is 
hewn in the copy of the Immigra- 
tion Hearing which we always re- 
ceive in these cases, There are sey- 
eral causes for deportation, such 
as illegal entry, ifsanity within the 
first five years of Bomipating, 
conviction of a felony before or 
duting the five-year period or hav- 
ing been a member of the Com- 
munist Party. 

Another part of my duties calls 
for answering questions about Un- 
ited Kingdom Income taxes, es: 
pecially where it refers to U. 
citizens living in Britain or to B 


tish people temporarily resident in}: 


the United States, and where the 
problem of double taxation arises 
or the Anglo-American double tax 
convention. Furthermore a number 
of difficult questions come my way 
concerning British Exchange Con- 
trol regulations and some of them 
require very tactful handling. Sin- 
ce 194 Britain and her Colonies 
have imposed a number of cur- 
rency control which were intended 
to: help bolster her worn-torn ec- 
onomy and I am very glad to be 
able to say that a number of these 
controls are gradually being lifted 
as a result of the steady improve- 
ment in Britain’s financial condi. 
tion. 

Some of the more difficult cases 
we have realt with in recent year. 
may be of interest to you, 

‘About three years ago a Negro 
seaman was removed from his ves- 
sel to hospital suffering from in- 
sanity. He was hospitalized for a 
year at the Grafton State Hospita’ 
during which time I wrote count- 
less letters to the agents of his 
vessel, to the owners, to the Immi- 
gration Service and to the Graft- 
ton State Hospital, trying in vain 
to arrange for his repatriation. Nc 
steamship Company would take him 
as a passenger and neither would 
the airlines, and for a time it ap- 
peared that we should have him 
on our hands for the rest of his 
life. However the manager of the 
Boston office of B.O.A.C, was a 
friend of mine and I prevailed up- 
on him to take our seaman back 
to his home in Freetown, British 
West Africa. However C. 
took him only on condition that he 
be accompanied by two guards and 
after we had found two guards who 
were willing to go we had to agree 
to allow them to return by way of 
London and to give them a week's 
holiday in London at the expense 
of the owners of the vessel upon 
which the seaman was serving. 

A case of an entirely different 
nature came to our attention about 
a year ago when we received a re- 
quest from the Governor of Bar- 
bados to obtain proof of the birth 
in Cambridge, Mass. of his Negro 
butler who was illegimate and who 
wished to return to this country 
if he could obtain ‘of his 
US, citizenship. -The

in_his annual report. 

This gain imereased telephones 
operated by the Company in five 
states to 2,478,000 of which 64 per 
cent were dial operated, With this 
total twice that of 10 years ago, 
nearly 80 percent of the “families 
in the Company's area now have 
telephones, £ 

Harrell reported that since 142 
telephone gross construction we 
alled $459,000,000. He said, “The 
Company must continue to invest 
huge sums in other new facilities 
to meet public requirements. In 
the next two years alone (1954 
and 1955), ayer $150,000,000 in tel- 
ephone construction will be re- 
quired for all purposes. New cap- 
ital in large amounts will be nec- 
ssary to finance this construction. 
To secure this new money from in- 
vestors the Company must have 
earnings high enough to enable it 
to complete successfully with other 
companies.” 

In spite of rate increases grant- 
ed during 1953, Harrell said that 
the yéar's earnings, although im- 
proved, were still inadequate. The 
rate of earnings on invested cap- 
ital was 5.66 per cent as against 
541 in 1952, he reported. Per share, 
earnings ‘increased from $7.25 to 
$7.50. In both years withdrawals} 
from surplus - totalling $3,021,000 
= were required to maintain a divi- 
dend of $8.00 per share. 

Harrell pointed out that -while 
the 1953 net income available for 
dividends increased by 14 per cent 
to $19,1770,00 per-share earnings in- 
creased by only 3 per cent duc to 
more shares outstanding. “While 
this represents a slight improve- 
ment,” he said, “the level of net 
income must be increased substan- 
tially to permit earnings per share 
high enough to brit ‘0 the bus- 
iness all the new capital required 


to meet demands for telephone 
service.” J } 
The Company’s 1953 operating 


taxes - federal, state and local - 
increased by 7.4 per cent to $34,- 
468,000, which Harrell said were 70 
per cent greater than dividends 
paid to stockholders. Telephone ex- 
cise taxes collected by the Com- 
pany for the federal government 
moved up by 7 per cent to $38,711, 
000. wating and excise taxes, to- 
gether, totalled $73,180,000 - all paid 
by telephone users and amounting 
to $3.31 on the average telephone 
customer’s monthly bill. “The Com- 
pany is acutely aware of the tre- 
mendous tax burden borne by tel- 
ephone users and it will ‘continue 
its efforts towards securing just 
and equitable taxes on telephone 
service for the benefit of its cus- 
tomers,” Harrell commented. 
Provision of communication tac- 
ilities for military and civil defense 
activities in New England has tak- 
en precedence over all other in- 
stallations, Harrell reported. He 
said, “Several thousand miles ot 
local and toll lines, teletypewriter 
and private line circuits have been 
established. Work on a most im- 
portant project in an unnamed lo- 
cation has been continued for the 


purpose of by-passig and protect~ 
ing main communication routes. It 
is designed to help prevent serious 
interruption to communications in 
time of emergency, and in peace- 
time to increase telephone service 


efficiency.” 

Harrell described ‘some of the 
technological improvements adopt- 
ed by the Company to improve 
service and to save time and labor. 
“These and other improvements, in- 
novations and scientific “devices,” 
he said, “helped immeasurably in 
meeting the problem of rising costs 
and held the need for additional 
rate increases well below what 
otherwise would have been nec- 


essary.”
